All  BYU  students  going  home 
over  semester  break  are  encour- 
aged to  remind  their  friends  of 
the  new  admission  requirements 
beginning  fali  semester,  accord- 
ing to  Lynn  E.  Johnson,  director 
of  Admissions  and  Records. 

THE  THREE  MOST  important 
factors  to  be  stressed  are  (1) 
July  31  application  deadline;  (2) 
ACT  composite  score  compared 
with  GPA  in  basic  subjects  to 
determine  admission;  and  (3)  $25 
tuition  deposit  to  be  sent  in  with- 
in 30  days  following  notification 
of  acceptance. 

Applications  for  admission  or 
readmission  and  two  copies  of 
all  transcripts  and  scores  from 
the  American  College  Tests  must 
reach  the  Admission  Office  no 
later  than  July  31. 

the  ACT  tests  are  administer- 
ed in  Nov.,  Feb.,  April,  and  June 
at  testing  centers  located  in  all 
of  the  states  and  several  foreign 
countries. 

Application  must  be  made  at 
least  two  months  before  the  test 
date  to  be  eligible  to  take  the 
test.

For  West’s  Ideas, 

MOSCOW,  (AP)  — A Soviet 
academician  complains  that  too 
many  soviet  scientists  are  bid- 
ding for  Lenin  prizes  with  dis- 
coveries already  made  by  West- 
ern colleagues. 

I.  KNUNYANTS,  WTiting  in 
Izvestia,  said  this  year’s  list  of 
candidates  for  the  hightest  intel- 
lectual prize  in  the  Soviet  Union 
contained  “a  mass  of  average,  not 
innovatory  works.” 

“All  works  should  be  disquali- 
fied whose  authors  usually  say 
‘done  for  the  first  time,’  and,  on 
closer  examination,  add  ‘for  the 
first  time  in  the  Soviet  Union’,” 
he  wrote.

Power  cables  snake  their  way 
along  the  street,  camera  men 
perch  alongside-  their  equipment 
on  top  of  big  TV  trucks,  others 
form  a wedge  of  determined  faces 
and  bristling  lenses  and  micro- 
phones directly  opposite  the  black 
doors  of  No.  28. 

THE  CAMERAMEN  chat  to 
themselves  among  the  silent, 
waiting  crowd. 

In  the  background,  above  the 
quiet  murmuring  of  the  crowd, 
you  can  hear  the  crackle*  of  voice 
tests  from  the  TV  trucks. 

IT’S  THE  general  silence  that 
gets  you.  . 

Even  when  Lord  Moran,  Sir 
Winston's  physician,  appears  to 
give  his  twice-daily  bulletins  the , 


only  sound  is  the  steady  whir  of 
cameras  and  the  urgent  voices  of 
questioning  newsmen. 

Anyone  who  joins  the  vigil  out- 
side No.  28  immediately  lowers 
his  voice. 

It’s  almost  like  being  in  church. 

AT  SIR  WINSTON’S  side  as 
she  has  been  since  Friday,  is  the 
woman  who  bears  the  greatest 
burden  of  all— Lady  Clementine 
Churchill. 

“My  Clemmie,”  he  called  her. 

Only  once — for  an  hour-long 
drive — has  she  been  seen  to  leave 
the  house  where  her  famous  hus- 
band lies  battling  for  his  life. 

CLEMENTINE  CHURCHILL, 
79,  lias  served  the  role  before. 
She  was  at  his  side  during  Sir 
Winston’s  previous  illnesses  and 
over  his  long  and  turbulent  care- 
er. 

Churchill  once  wrote: 

“My  marriage  was  much  the 
most  fortunate  and  joyous  event 
which  happened  in  the  whole  of 
my  career.  For  what  can  be  more 
glorious  than  to  be  united  in  one’s 
walk  through  life  with  a being 
incapable  of  an  ignoble  thought.”
